' k Ethough the Moone bee of a darke and grey 

body,hauing no light but ſuch as ſhe recetueth 

ofthe Dun; yet Gee is neuer eclipſed, dm at 
ſuch time as the Earth is betwirt the Dun im 
her;which chanceth, ſhe being at the Full, and Du⸗ 
mctrally oppoſite to the Dun: and alſo when ſach 
oppolition is either in the head oz tatle of the Dy: 
gon, oz ſomwhat nigh therelnts, which are 
elle but two ſections of two Circles, that is, dhe E- 
elipticke and the deferent ofthe Moons, cuttingoue 
another in two oppoſite popnts ot! called the 
Nodes, But theſe Eclipſes of the Moone foz diners 
cauſes be not alwapes after out mauner: as 
rea(on of her vnequall latitude, which ſometime is 
nothing at all, whereby the Eclipſe is greater in 
magnitude, and longer in duration. Another tim, 
ver latitude is ſo great, that ſhge falleth but a little 
wit hin the hadow ofthe Earth, loſing but a little 
light: and ſomtime ſhe commeth not in the ſhadem el 
the Earth, and then is not eclipſed ; Jog, it is genes 
cal, that when the Moones latitude, at a true Ops 
poſition is leſſer then the Memi⸗ diameter ot the ſhe⸗ 
dow, and the Mooues body both, bring let together, 
that the Moone will bee eclipſed; and the moze thole 
Demi-diameters exceed the latitude, the greater 
the Eclipſe.
